Section 1. 2011 Iowa Acts, chapter 129, section7

113, is amended to read as follows:8

SEC. 113. DEPARTMENT ON AGING. There is9

appropriated from the general fund of the state to10

the department on aging for the fiscal year beginning11

July 1, 2012, and ending June 30, 2013, the following12

amount, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be used13

for the purposes designated:14

For aging programs for the department on aging and15

area agencies on aging to provide citizens of Iowa who16

are 60 years of age and older with case management for17

frail elders, Iowa’s aging and disabilities resource18

center, and other services which may include but are19

not limited to adult day services, respite care, chore20

services, information and assistance, and material aid,21

for information and options counseling for persons with22

disabilities who are 18 years of age or older, and23

for salaries, support, administration, maintenance,24

and miscellaneous purposes, and for not more than the25

following full-time equivalent positions:26

....................................... FTEs 35.0029

1. Funds appropriated in this section may be used30

to supplement federal funds under federal regulations.31

To receive funds appropriated in this section, a local32

area agency on aging shall match the funds with moneys33

from other sources according to rules adopted by the34

department. Funds appropriated in this section may be35

used for elderly services not specifically enumerated36

in this section only if approved by an area agency on37

aging for provision of the service within the area.38

2. The amount appropriated in this section includes39

additional funding of $225,000 for delivery of40

long-term care services to seniors with low or moderate41

incomes.42

3. Of the funds appropriated in this section,43

$89,973 $179,946 shall be transferred to the department44

of economic development for the Iowa commission on45

volunteer services to be used for the retired and46

senior volunteer program.47

4. a. The department on aging shall establish and48

enforce procedures relating to expenditure of state and49

federal funds by area agencies on aging that require50
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compliance with both state and federal laws, rules, and1

regulations, including but not limited to all of the2

following:3

(1) Requiring that expenditures are incurred only4

for goods or services received or performed prior to5

the end of the fiscal period designated for use of the6

funds.7

(2) Prohibiting prepayment for goods or services8

not received or performed prior to the end of the9

fiscal period designated for use of the funds.10

(3) Prohibiting the prepayment for goods or11

services not defined specifically by good or service,12

time period, or recipient.13

(4) Prohibiting the establishment of accounts from14

which future goods or services which are not defined15

specifically by good or service, time period, or16

recipient, may be purchased.17

b. The procedures shall provide that if any funds18

are expended in a manner that is not in compliance with19

the procedures and applicable federal and state laws,20

rules, and regulations, and are subsequently subject21

to repayment, the area agency on aging expending such22

funds in contravention of such procedures, laws, rules23

and regulations, not the state, shall be liable for24

such repayment.25

5. The department shall develop recommendations26

for an implementation schedule, including funding27

projections, for the substitute decision maker program28

created pursuant to chapter 231E, and shall submit the29

recommendations to the individuals identified in this30

Act for submission of reports by December 15, 2012.31

6. The amount appropriated in this section reflects32

a reduction in expenditures for office supplies,33

purchases of equipment, office equipment, printing and34

binding, and marketing, that shall be applied equitably35

to the programs under the purview of the department.36

a. (1) Of the funds appropriated in this6

subsection, $1,626,915$3,253,830 shall be used for7

the tobacco use prevention and control initiative,8

including efforts at the state and local levels, as9

provided in chapter 142A. The commission on tobacco10

use prevention and control established pursuant to11

section 142A.3 shall advise the director of public12

health in prioritizing funding needs and the allocation13

of moneys appropriated for the programs and activities14

of the initiative under this subparagraph (1) and shall15

make recommendations to the director in the development16

of budget requests relating to the initiative. Of the17

funds allocated in this subparagraph (1), $750,00018

shall be used for support of Quitline Iowa.19

(2) (a) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph20

“a”, $226,915 $453,830 shall be transferred to the21

alcoholic beverages division of the department of22

commerce for enforcement of tobacco laws, regulations,23

and ordinances in accordance with 2011 Iowa Acts, House24

File 467, as enacted chapter 63.25

(b) For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012,26

and ending June 30, 2013, the terms of a chapter27

28D agreement, entered into between the division of28

tobacco use prevention and control of the department29

of public health and the alcoholic beverages division30

of the department of commerce, governing compliance31

checks conducted to ensure licensed retail tobacco32

outlet conformity with tobacco laws, regulations, and33

ordinances relating to persons under eighteen years of34

age, shall restrict the number of such checks to one35

check per retail outlet, and one additional check for36

any retail outlet found to be in violation during the37

first check.38

b. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,39

$10,124,680 $20,249,360 shall be used for problem40

gambling and substance abuse prevention, treatment,41

and recovery services, including a 24-hour helpline,42

public information resources, professional training,43

and program evaluation.44

(1) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “b”,45

$8,566,254 $17,132,508 shall be used for substance46

abuse prevention and treatment.47

(a) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph48

(1), $449,650 $899,300 shall be used for the public49

purpose of a grant program to provide substance abuse50
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prevention programming for children.1

(i) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph2

division (a), $213,769 $427,539 shall be used for grant3

funding for organizations that provide programming for4

children by utilizing mentors. Programs approved for5

such grants shall be certified or will be certified6

within six months of receiving the grant award by the7

Iowa commission on volunteer services as utilizing8

the standards for effective practice for mentoring9

programs.10

(ii) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph11

division (a), $213,419 $426,839 shall be used for grant12

funding for organizations that provide programming13

that includes youth development and leadership. The14

programs shall also be recognized as being programs15

that are scientifically based with evidence of their16

effectiveness in reducing substance abuse in children.17

(iii) The department of public health shall utilize18

a request for proposals process to implement the grant19

program.20

(iv) All grant recipients shall participate in a21

program evaluation as a requirement for receiving grant22

funds.23

(v) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph24

division (a), up to $22,461 $44,922 may be used to25

administer substance abuse prevention grants and for26

program evaluations.27

(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph28

(1), $136,531 $273,062 shall be used for culturally29

competent substance abuse treatment pilot projects.30

(i) The department shall utilize the amount31

allocated in this subparagraph division (b) for at32

least three pilot projects to provide culturally33

competent substance abuse treatment in various areas34

of the state. Each pilot project shall target a35

particular ethnic minority population. The populations36

targeted shall include but are not limited to African37

American, Asian, and Latino.38

(ii) The pilot project requirements shall provide39

for documentation or other means to ensure access40

to the cultural competence approach used by a pilot41

project so that such approach can be replicated and42

improved upon in successor programs.43

(2) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “b”,44

up to $1,558,426 $3,116,852 may be used for problem45

gambling prevention, treatment, and recovery services.46

(a) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph47

(2), $1,289,500 $2,579,000 shall be used for problem48

gambling prevention and treatment.49

(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph50
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(2), up to $218,926 $437,852 may be used for a 24-hour1

helpline, public information resources, professional2

training, and program evaluation.3

(c) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph4

(2), up to $50,000 $100,000 may be used for the5

licensing of problem gambling treatment programs.6

(3) It is the intent of the general assembly that7

from the moneys allocated in this paragraph “b”,8

persons with a dual diagnosis of substance abuse9

and gambling addictions shall be given priority in10

treatment services.11

c. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the12

contrary, to standardize the availability, delivery,13

cost of delivery, and accountability of problem14

gambling and substance abuse treatment services15

statewide, the department shall continue implementation16

of a process to create a system for delivery of17

treatment services in accordance with the requirements18

specified in 2008 Iowa Acts, chapter 1187, section19

3, subsection 4. To ensure the system provides a20

continuum of treatment services that best meets the21

needs of Iowans, the problem gambling and substance22

abuse treatment services in any area may be provided23

either by a single agency or by separate agencies24

submitting a joint proposal.25

(1) The system for delivery of substance abuse26

and problem gambling treatment shall include problem27

gambling prevention.28

(2) The system for delivery of substance abuse and29

problem gambling treatment shall include substance30

abuse prevention by July 1, 2014.31

(3) Of the funds allocated in paragraph “b”,32

the department may use up to $50,000 $100,000 for33

administrative costs to continue developing and34

implementing the process in accordance with this35

paragraph “c”.36

d. The requirement of section 123.53, subsection37

5, is met by the appropriations and allocations made38

in this Act for purposes of substance abuse treatment39

and addictive disorders for the fiscal year beginning40

July 1, 2012.41

e. The department of public health shall work42

with all other departments that fund substance43

abuse prevention and treatment services and all44

such departments shall, to the extent necessary,45

collectively meet the state maintenance of effort46

requirements for expenditures for substance abuse47

services as required under the federal substance abuse48

prevention and treatment block grant.49

f. The department shall amend or otherwise50
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revise departmental policies and contract provisions1

in order to eliminate free t-shirt distribution,2

banner production, and other unnecessary promotional3

expenditures.4

g. The amount appropriated in this subsection5

reflects a reduction in expenditures for office6

supplies, purchases of equipment, office equipment,7

printing and binding, and marketing, that shall8

be applied equitably to the programs under this9

subsection.10

children, adolescents from birth through 21 years of13

age, and families, and for not more than the following14

a. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,19

not more than $369,659 $739,318 shall be used for20

the healthy opportunities to experience success21

(HOPES)-healthy families Iowa (HFI) program established22

pursuant to section 135.106. The funding shall be23

distributed to renew the grants that were provided24

to the grantees that operated the program during the25

fiscal year ending June 30, 2012.26

0b. (1) In order to implement the legislative27

intent stated in sections 135.106 and 256I.9, that28

priority for home visitation program funding be given29

to programs using evidence-based or promising models30

for home visitation, it is the intent of the general31

assembly to phase-in the funding priority as follows:32

(a) By July 1, 2013, 25 percent of state33

funds expended for home visiting programs are for34

evidence-based or promising program models.35

(b) By July 1, 2014, 50 percent of state36

funds expended for home visiting programs are for37

evidence-based or promising program models.38

(c) By July 1, 2015, 75 percent of state39

funds expended for home visiting programs are for40

evidence-based or promising program models.41

(d) By July 1, 2016, 90 percent of state42

funds expended for home visiting programs are for43

evidence-based or promising program models. The44

remaining 10 percent of funds may be used for45

innovative program models that do not yet meet the46

definition of evidence-based or promising programs.47

(2) For the purposes of this lettered paragraph,48

unless the context otherwise requires:49

(a) “Evidence-based program” means a program that50
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is based on scientific evidence demonstrating that1

the program model is effective. An evidence-based2

program shall be reviewed onsite and compared to3

program model standards by the model developer or the4

developer’s designee at least every five years to5

ensure that the program continues to maintain fidelity6

with the program model. The program model shall have7

had demonstrated significant and sustained positive8

outcomes in an evaluation utilizing a well-designed and9

rigorous randomized controlled research design or a10

quasi-experimental research design, and the evaluation11

results shall have been published in a peer-reviewed12

journal.13

(b) “Family support programs” includes group-based14

parent education or home visiting programs that are15

designed to strengthen protective factors, including16

parenting skills, increasing parental knowledge of17

child development, and increasing family functioning18

and problem solving skills. A family support program19

may be used as an early intervention strategy to20

improve birth outcomes, parental knowledge, family21

economic success, the home learning environment, family22

and child involvement with others, and coordination23

with other community resources. A family support24

program may have a specific focus on preventing child25

maltreatment or ensuring children are safe, healthy,26

and ready to succeed in school.27

(c) “Promising program” means a program that meets28

all of the following requirements:29

(i) The program conforms to a clear, consistent30

family support model that has been in existence for at31

least three years.32

(ii) The program is grounded in relevant33

empirically-based knowledge.34

(iii) The program is linked to program-determined35

outcomes.36

(iv) The program is associated with a national37

or state organization that either has comprehensive38

program standards that ensure high-quality service39

delivery and continuous program quality improvement40

or the program model has demonstrated through the41

program’s benchmark outcomes that the program has42

achieved significant positive outcomes equivalent43

to those achieved by program models with published44

significant and sustained results in a peer-reviewed45

journal.46

(v) The program has been awarded the Iowa family47

support credential and has been reviewed onsite48

at least every five years to ensure the program’s49

adherence to the Iowa family support standards approved50
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by the early childhood Iowa state board created in1

section 256I.3 or a comparable set of standards. The2

onsite review is completed by an independent review3

team that is not associated with the program or the4

organization administering the program.5

(3) (a) The data reporting requirements applicable6

to the HOPES-HFI program services shall include the7

requirements adopted by the early childhood Iowa state8

board pursuant to section 256I.4 for the family support9

programs targeted to families expecting a child or10

with newborn and infant children through age five and11

funded through the state board. The department of12

public health may specify additional data reporting13

requirements for the HOPES-HFI program services.14

The HOPES-HFI program services shall be required to15

participate in a state administered internet-based16

data collection system by July 1, 2013. The annual17

reporting concerning the HOPES-HFI program services18

shall include program outcomes beginning with the 201519

report.20

(b) The data on families served that is collected21

by the HOPES-HFI program shall include but is not22

limited to basic demographic information, services23

received, funding utilized, and program outcomes for24

the children and families served.25

(c) The HOPES-HFI program shall work with the early26

childhood Iowa state board in the state board’s efforts27

to identify minimum competency standards for the28

employees and supervisors of family support programs29

funded. The HOPES-HFI program, along with the state30

board, shall submit recommendations concerning the31

standards to the governor and general assembly on or32

before January 1, 2014.33

(d) On or before January 1, 2013, the HOPES-HFI34

program shall adopt criminal and child abuse record35

check requirements for the employees and supervisors of36

family support programs funded through the program.37

(e) The HOPES-HFI program shall work with the early38

childhood Iowa state board in the state board’s efforts39

to develop a plan to implement a coordinated intake and40

referral process for publicly funded family support41

programs in order to engage the families expecting a42

child or with newborn and infant children through age43

five in all communities in the state by July 1, 2015.44

b. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,45

$164,942 $329,885 shall be used to continue to address46

the healthy mental development of children from birth47

through five years of age through local evidence-based48

strategies that engage both the public and private49

sectors in promoting healthy development, prevention,50
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and treatment for children. The department shall work1

with the department of human services, Iowa Medicaid2

enterprise, to develop a plan to secure matching3

medical assistance program funding to provide services4

under this paragraph, which may include a per member5

per month payment to reimburse the care coordination6

and community outreach services component that links7

young children and their families with identified8

service needs.9

c. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,10

$15,798 $31,597 shall be distributed to a statewide11

dental carrier to provide funds to continue the donated12

dental services program patterned after the projects13

developed by the lifeline network to provide dental14

services to indigent elderly and disabled individuals.15

d. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,16

$56,338 $112,677 shall be used for childhood obesity17

prevention.18

e. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,19

$81,880 $163,760 shall be used to provide audiological20

services and hearing aids for children. The department21

may enter into a contract to administer this paragraph.22

f. The amount appropriated in this subsection23

reflects a reduction in expenditures for office24

supplies, purchases of equipment, office equipment,25

printing and binding, and marketing, that shall26

be applied equitably to the programs under this27

subsection.28
